Eighty-Third Annual 


The San Francisco Museum of Art again welcomes the 
opportunity to show in its galleries the Annual Exhibition 
of the San Francisco Art Institute. The Artists’ Council 
of the Art Institute recognizes a continuing obligation 

to seek the method of selection which may serve 

best to bring to the art public of the Bay Area the finest 
view of recent accomplishment in painting and 
sculpture by artists working in the United States. 
This Annual — the 83rd — selects from the previous 
exhibition a group of twenty artists whose work has 
been held by the jury to merit a more substantial 
presentation than is possible in the juried show. 

It is probable that no ultimate form of competitive 
exhibition, answering equally well all criteria, will. ever 
be devised. Whatever shortcomings may exist in the 
development of the present plan, it has a signal virtue in 
that it boldly resolves a persistent limitation of juried 
exhibitions. It goes beyond the fragmentary represen- 
tation of an artist by a single, possibly atypical work, 

to present to the museum visitor a fuller view of each 
artist’s concern. No exhibition is, or can be, com- 
prehensive: the exhibition here presented attains clarity 
and substance in the development of the position 

of those who are represented. The Museum is grateful 
to the Art Institute for organizing the exhibition 

and most of all to the artists whose creative activities 
have made it possible.
